The Surveyor-General has kindly permitted 
us to copy, the fallowing letter received by last 
mail from Valparniso. pre , 


Vaeparatso, July Sth, 1864. 

Sin :—We having been a long time in makaaty 
this port, have thought it desirable to forward 
you some information respecting the cause of the 
delay. -We left the West India Docks on-the 16yh 
of January, at éa:m., short handed ;-bronght 
up at Gravesend, and the captain went on shore 
and got two mote hands. We then proceeded 
to the Downs, and there the men were dissatis- 
fied, and did not want to go withthe ship. The 
captain ghiere shipped two mate hands. . The 
men then wanted money to buy clothes, shoes, 
&c., which the captain refused, and we proceeded 
down the Channel, with raeier heavy weather, 
when the crew refused duty. | As the ship was 
making o great deal of water, (10 in, a duy,) we 
advised the captain to pyt in at Falmouth or 
Plymouth and gét the leak stopped, and ship ,a 
fresh crew ; be teplied that he would proceed to 
gea. After a few days the hands caine on deck, 
one or two at.a time, but not all together ; they 
complained ofthe provisions being bad, and also 
of their being badly cooked, We have had one 
man in the capacity of cook and steward, which 
duty he could not attend to. We had) favorable 
weather to the line, and in 30° ‘gcuth, onthe L7th 
of March, somejof the men were seen intoxicated, 
and it was found that they had broached the car- 
go.‘ We then strongly advised the captain, to 
put into Monte¥eido, but he continued the: yoy- 
age, the nen ina matinous and semi-intoxicated 
state, We experiénced the usual severe weather 
arround the Horn, the crew still using the cargo,
